On behalf of the city 
of Calgary, civic greetings were ex¬ 
tended by Aid. George Brown, acting 
mayor. The reply was given by Grand 
Master Fox. 

Greetings and welcome of the Odd 
Fellows of Calgary were tendered to 
all visiting members and friends by 
Bro. J. N. Chisholm, D.D.G.M., of 
Sandstone City Lodge No. 17. Bro. A. 
C. Woodard, Grand Warden, made the 
reply. 

On behalf of the Rebekkahs of Cal¬ 
gary, greetings were tendered by Sis¬ 
ter A. Bannister, D.D.P. Sister Minnie 
Gilkes, president of the Rebekah As¬ 
sembly, responded. 

The regular sessions of the Grand 
Lodge opened Thursday and continued 
through Thursday afternoon, Friday 
morning and afternoon, closing at 6:00 
p.m. 

Bro. Charles Fox, Grand Master, 
opened the session. By action of the

the sessions until the installation of the 
new officers Friday night. 

Given Degrees 

On Thursday morning, 10 more mem¬ 
bers of the Grand Lodge received Past 
Grand and Grand Lodge Degrees. 

The report of the Grand .Secretary 
showed that 35 lodges had an increase 
in membership in 1944. The number of 
lodges in the jurisdiction at Dec. 31 
last was 77, while the membership total 
was 3,768, an increase of 128 over the 
previous year. 

Visitors during the Grand Lodge ses¬ 
sions were Bro. E. L. Smith, P.G.P., 
G.R., from the state of Washington, 
who represented Grand Sire Brother 
D. D. Monroe as his Special Deputy, 
and Brother Oscar Matson, P.G.P., 
G.R., and Grand Treasurer of the 
Grand Lodge of British Columbia, who 
was a fraternal delegate from that 
jurisdiction. Both these visitors gave 
inspiring addresses during the sessions. 

Legislation was dealt with during 
the Grand Lodge sessions. The consti¬ 
tution was amended to provide for an 
additional standing committee, this be¬ 
ing a Committee on Returns. 

Amend Constitution 

The subordinate lodge constitution 
was amended to classify fees for ad¬ 
mission and to provide for changes in 
the Non-Beneficial and Associate mem¬ 
bership. 

Laid over for further consideration 
at next year’s session was a proposal 
to amend the Grand Lodge Constitu¬ 
tion to provide a Central Funeral Be¬ 
nefit Fund. 

A central committee was set up to 
assist members of the Order in the 
armed forces, in emergencies which 
may occur, upon their return to civil 
life. Committees are to be formed in 
each subordinate lodge for the same 
purpose. 
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Brother Alex Campbell, P.G.M., in¬ 
stalled the officers Friday night. 

Grand Master Fox adopted “For¬ 
ward” as his slogan for the year. The 
slogan chosen by Deputy Grand War¬ 
den Woodard was “Get Behind and 
Push.” 

Make Presentation 

A pleasing ceremony was the pres¬ 
entation of a gold wrist watch to 
Grand Master Fox on behalf of Sister 
M. Fox, P.P., of the Rebekah Assem¬ 
bly and wife of the Grand Master. The 
presentation was made by Bro. A. R. 
Dauncey, P.G.P. 

The First Degree was conferred on a 
number of candidates Thursday night 
by a Degree team from High River 
Lodge No. 22. This was witnessed by 
a large number of visiting Brothers. 
Following the completion of the de¬ 
gree, there was an informal dance. 

At mid-day Friday, the Southern Al¬ 
berta Veterans’ Association was host 
at luncheon for visiting veterans from 
the whole of the jurisdiction. About 70 
veteran Odd Fellows attended.

14 and 15, 1946.

GRIPPING STORY SHOWS NEED 

OF KEEPING LODGE DUES PAID 


Payment of Only 50 Cents on 15 Weeks’ Arrears Would Have 
Meant a Lot to Family at Member’s Death

Fifty cents. Just fifty cents, a half 
dollar, the price of a good picture 
show! How insignificant the amount, 
usually, and what a fortune if pro¬ 
perly applied. 

To illustrate, let me tell you a true 
story. Some twenty years ago Brother 
Joe was about forty years old, strong 
and vigorous. He owned and operated 
a fine farm of several hundred acres, 
which was about one-half paid for. He 
owned the necessary livestock and 
farm implements to operate the farm 
successfully, and there was no ques¬ 
tion of Joe’s ability to pay out in a 
few years. Joe had good credit at the 
stores and could borrow money on his 
own name at the banks. Joe was popu¬ 
lar with his acquaintances, and would 
very probably have been elected 
Sheriff at the next election. Joe was 
married and had three children, a 
daughter thirteen years old and two 
fine sons aged eleven and nine. It was 
a happy and prosperous family. 

15 Weeks' Arrears 

During the Christmas holidays Joe 
called on the Secretary of his lodge 
and paid his dues not only to the end 
of the current year but up to March 
1st of the succeeding year. Being busy 
with his crops, Joe let March, April 
and May slip by without paying fur¬ 
ther dues and at his death in the latter 
part of June, Joe was just fifteen 
weeks in arrears with his dues. At the 
time of his death Joe had several dol¬ 
lars in his pocket and about fifty dol¬ 
lars in the bank, besides the property 
above mentioned. 

Joe’s wife and children bravely 
faced the future, but after Joe’s death 
were unable to meet the payments on 
the farm, and it was lost. The live 
stock and other personal property 
were sold to pay the doctor and the 
funeral expenses, and the widow and 
children began the struggle for exist¬ 
ence with no resources except their 
meagre ability to labor. 

Today after twenty years, Joe’s 
daughter is barely keeping body and 
sold together on a small salary earned 
in a taxicab office. The older son is a 
tenant on the very farm the family 


lost, while the younger son is a roust¬ 
about employee at a cross-roads garage 
and filling station, where his earnings 
added to what his mother earns sew¬ 
ing enable the mother and son to live 
in a little one-room with lean-to cabin 
for which the landlord charges only a 
nominal rent. 

Needed Payments 

If Joe had paid only fifty cents on 
his dues before his death he would have 
been but eleven weeks in arrears at 
his death and therefore in good stand¬ 
ing in his lodge. That fifty cents would 
have paid Joe’s funeral expenses and 
provided a home for his wife for the 
rest of her life. That fifty cents was 
insufficient to buy one square meal 
for the family, yet if Joe had paid it 
on his dues it would have fed, clothed, 
and housed the entire family until the 
children were grown and in addition 
would have given each of the children 
a high school education. 

Read this article again, brother, and 
then go pay enough on your dues to 
put you in good standing, thus avoid¬ 
ing the mistake Joe made. Clip this 
story and paste it in your scrap book. 
Ask your wife to read it and to watch 
your standing in the lodge more care¬ 
fully than she does the breadbox. Hun¬ 
ger will wake you up when the bread- 
box is empty, but death is the only 
thing that can illustrate, and then it 
is too late, the necessity of keeping 
your lodge dues paid. For fifty cents, 
my brother, would you leave your 
loved ones as Joe unintentionally and 
carelessly did his? 


I wrote the foregoing story about 
twelve or thirteen years ago. The story 
is true and I have had more favorable 
comments on it than any story I have 
ever written. Recently I received an 
inquiry asking for a copy of the story 
and I have, therefore, decided to offer 
it again for publication. 

To this story let me add that I have 
recently checked up on Joe’s family. 
The older son is now a day laborer in 
a defense plant; the younger son is an 
oil field laborer somewhere in Pennsyl¬ 
vania; the daughter is employed in a 
small store in north Texas. The 
mother, tired of the struggle, ended 
her own life nine or ten years ago.

WHEREAS; At the last session of The Sovereign Grand 
Iiodge a recommendation of the Committee on the State of 
the Order was unanimously adopted re-enacting the action 
of The Sovereign Grand Lodge at its 1943 session authoriz¬ 
ing the raising of a fund through the various branches of 
the Order on the continent of North America, for the pur¬ 
pose of establishing Odd Fellowship, the rehabilitation of 
Odd Fellows throughout the world, and for the re-establish- 
ment of the Order in war-torn countries, and 

WHEREAS; The action of The Sovereign Grand Lodge at 
its 1943 session is as follows: 

“BE IT RESOLVED, That this Sovereign Grand Lodge 
undertake to raise within the current Sovereign Grand 
Lodge year, through the various branches of the Order, 
on the Continent of North America, the sum of $250,000 
to be designated the Odd Fellows Emergency War Re¬ 
lief Fund for the purpose of establishing Odd Fellow¬ 
ship, and the rehabilitation of Odd Fellows throughout 
the world under the Jurisdiction of The Sovereign 
Grand Lodge. The fund to be administered by the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee of The Sovereign Grand Lodge.” 
(Journal 1943, Page 833), and; 

WHEREAS; The Executive Committee of The Sovereign 
Grand Lodge at a meeting held in the City of Baltimore 
gave detailed consideration to the provisions of this resolu¬ 
tion and to the wishes of The Sovereign Grand Lodge as 
expressed by its action at its last session. It was agreed by 
the Committee that a goal of one dollar per member for 
each subordinate lodge member, and fifty cents per member 
for each member of the Rebekah, Encampment, and Patri¬ 
archs Militant branch of the Order be set as the basis for 
the establishment of the proposed fund, and; 

WHEREAS ; The Committee on the State of the Order in its 
report to The Sovereign Grand Lodge states: 

“It would be folly to await the conclusion of peace be¬ 
fore giving some thought to the future post-war period. 
Collapse of one or both of the enemy forces may come 
sooner than expected, and it would be most unfortunate 
not to have a formulated effective program ready for 
use which can be modified and changed in the light of 
future developments.*** When peace is established, any 
of the present anticipations may be partially or com¬ 
pletely changed by an unseen or unpredicted turn of 
events. There will be re-organizations and re-adjust¬ 
ments world wide and nation wide.*** Re-employment, 
labor contingencies, wages, social security, living stan¬ 
dards, yes, everything you can think of will all be of 
paramount consideration in the post-war planning pro¬ 
gram. Fraternal societies will not be exempted. Our 
Order will have its contribution to make on the road 
back to normalcy.*** Unless we are prepared for the 
adventure of going forward, unless we have in mind a 
mood and a spirit and the kind of character that is 
competent to advance, we have not caught the signifi¬ 
cance of what has happened in the world.”, and; 

WHEREAS; No thinking person will challenge the state¬ 
ment that Odd Fellowship, in the post-war period, will have 


demands made upon it heretofore unprecedented; that we 
must be prepared to meet the demands which will be made 
upon us is undeniable; that funds will be needed, and that 
such funds must be raised before their use is necessary is 
patent; 

Now, therefore, I, D. D. Monroe, Grand Sire of the In¬ 
dependent Order of Odd Fellows, by virtue of the authority 
in me vested by the laws of the Order and in obedience of 
the said mandate of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, and in 
accordance with the Order of its Executive Committee, do 
hereby 

PROCLAIM 

The establishment of the “Odd Fellows Emergency 
War Relief Fund” such fund to be held by the Treasurer 
of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, and disbursed under the 
direction of the Executive Committee in the same manner 
of procedure as other funds of The Sovereign Grand Lodge 
are now administered, and I do further instruct the officers 
of the various Grand Jurisdictions to inaugurate in their 
respective organizations such campaign for the solicitation 
of contributions to said fund as may be necessary to realize 
the amount prescribed by the resolution hereinbefore 
quoted, and direct that all such contributions be remitted to 
the Grand Secretary, Grand Scribe, Assembly Secretary, or 
Department Commander, as the case may be, who in turn 
will forward the same to the Grand Secretary of The So¬ 
vereign Grand Lodge at the home office, 12-20 West Chase 
Street, Baltimore 1, Maryland, and I do further authorize 
such special programs, circulars, solicitations and endea¬ 
vors, not inconsistent with the laws and usage of the 
Order, as may be necessary, expedient and proper for the 
raising of said fund in accordance with the wishes of the 
representatives of the several Grand Jurisdictions expressed 
in Sovereign Grand Lodge assembled, as hereinbefore 
stated. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and 
caused the seal of The Sovereign Grand Lodge to be here¬ 
unto affixed. 

Done at the City of Clayton, State of New Mexico, 
United States of America, this 6th day of January, in the 
year of our Lord One Thousand Nineteen Hundred and 
Forty-five, and of our Order the 126th year.

ON PRINCIPLES’ ADHERENCE 


Need of Arousing and Holding Interest of Members; Plan Meet¬ 
ings and Bring in More New Members

We know too little about the better¬ 
ment of our organization and very 
little is really said and done toward 
keeping up the principles that are the 
foundation of our Order. 

To have better lodges we must main¬ 
tain a stricter adherence to the work 
and the foundation that our Order is 
builded upon. We do not seem to un¬ 
derstand charity. Charity has so many 
different meanings—kindness, thought¬ 
fulness, helpfulness toward one an¬ 
other. So many times we go into our 
lodge room with a feeling that we are 
going to hurt some one intentionally, 
because we do not like them. That i s 
not charity, that is not what our organ¬ 
ization is builded upon. We must for¬ 
get the unkind things people say or 
we will not be happy. In our lodge 
work we should have a co-operative 
thought and should be able to work to¬ 
gether in utmost harmony for the 
greatest good of all. We must pro¬ 
gress. We cannot afford to have our 
Fraternal Order cluttered up with a 
lot of hates, suspicions, criticisms and 
jealousies. So let’s all be cheerful, be 
kind, be charitable, co-operative and 
constructive in attitude and thought. 
Determine today to love all, to meet 
every situation with gentleness and 
kindness, to be loving even in the face 
of hate, to be kind even when the other 
fellow is unkind in his attitude. You 
have no idea how quickly the troubles 
will vanish and successful will be our 
Order. 

Know Obligation 

To have better lodges we must also 
maintain a stricter adherence to the 
obligation. How many of us can re¬ 
peat the obligation without the ritual? 
Scarcely anyone, except the Vice 
Grands as they give it as a charge. We 
who work for humanity, whether in 
lodges or in church work, should know 
that we are working for God, doing 
the things that He has bidden us to do 
for His sake. 

So many times the thought comes 
when we are told that someone is in 
distress that we cannot afford to do 
anything about helping out. It isn’t 
always a case of money, sometimes a 
few minutes spent in their company 
may mean someone’s happiness. Talk 


to them of the real meaning of our 
Order, of the principles of Odd Fellow¬ 
ship, of friendship, love and truth. If 
we cultivate the habit of doing good 
we will soon find that if it is done in 
the right spirit we will derive more 
happiness than the one we have been 
kind to, for—Kind hearts are the gar¬ 
dens, kind thoughts are the roots, kind 
words are the flowers, kind deeds are 
the fruits. When we perform a little 
act of kindness we can never know 
how far-reaching the results will be, 
how many lives may be influenced, how 
many discouraged ones may be in¬ 
spired with new hope and greater 
faith. Why then do we let so many 
opportunities go by to speak the little 
word, so mighty in its power, to give 
the hand-clasp that is so charged with 
the human magnetism that can thrill 
to new life and happiness? Happiness 
is the one thing you can’t diminish by 
dividing. 

Arouse Interest 

To have better lodges we must arouse 
and hold the interest of lodge members. 
One of the best ways of doing this is 
to give them a job. We have a few 
martyrs in our Order who are over¬ 
worked but the large majority lose 
interest because they feel out of the 
work and tire of the routine. We also 
must remember workers do not have 
time to criticize. Thus we follow the 
old motto and “kill two birds with one 
stone.” And to the members we would 
say to enjoy our lodge you must work 
as well as the officers. Your presence 
means much and you only get out of 
the lodge what you put into it. Don’t 
leave everything to a few, be one who 
is up and doing, give encouragement 
not condemnation. 

Just a word to the Past Noble 
Grands: Don’t feel when you have left 
your office that the burden should shift 
to someone else. There is no lodge that 
can progress without your understand¬ 
ing and help, but do not force your 
ideas on to the Noble Grand and other 
officers, but help and be congenial. 

Each and every lodge needs a “live- 
wire” press correspondent. “Write¬ 
ups” should appear often in the press 
and official lodge papers. The lodge 
that gets the publicity gets the mem¬ 
bers, and our lodges will increase in 
membership when people know we are 
awake. Now is the time the lodge 


work needs advertising and publicity 
more than ever before. 

Plan Meetings 

To have better lodges the officers 
should carefully plan each lodge meet¬ 
ing with a view to making it both in¬ 
teresting and worth while. In the old 
days before moving pictures or radio 
or other modem conditions the lodge 
filled a “want” for sociability and the 
conferring of degrees attracted the 
membership. We do not want to mini¬ 
mize the need of a first class team, but 
we must realize the tremendous 
changes that have taken place in the 
world in just a very few years. A lodge 
does not prosper that conducts its af¬ 
fairs precisely as it did years ago. The 
old time lodge methods will not be suf¬ 
ficient. What would satisfy in the days 
when a weekly newspaper was a lux¬ 
ury and automobiles unknown will fail 
today to attract the new citizenship. 
The only way that we can have a real 
revival in Odd Fellowship is to make 
and keep our lodge meeting's interest¬ 
ing to all those who attend. How can 
it be done? Try the “Conference 
Method” as devised by Brother Mer¬ 
rill. His plan can be used by lodge of¬ 
ficials just as successfully as by Grand 
Lodge officials. “Plan your work; then 
work your plan” is the essence of the 
proposition. Business organizations are 
run by boards of directors. They plan 
for the future. Nothing is done hap¬ 
hazard. They meet and discuss the 
questions that concern the organiza¬ 
tion and subject to the opproval of 
the stockholders they carry out the 
policies formulated. In the lodges, the 
officers should be the board of direc¬ 
tors. They act for the membership. 

Round Table Sessions 

The officers should hold round-table 
meetings, go over the lodge books, 
check the income and expenses, the 
membership rolls, note the delinquents, 
determine lodge activities. In short, 
they should decide on a lodge program, 
not for the next week only, but for 
several weeks in advance. Degree 
work, social activities, relief plans for 
members in distress, and many other 
problems, should be worked out care¬ 
fully in advance. This is the confer¬ 
ence method. With team work and 
•common sense, frequent informal meet¬ 
ings of the lodge officials Cannot fail 
to help the lodge. Every month there 
must be something of interest. Of 
course in January there is Wildey Day, 
and in April there is the anniversary, 
and in May, memorial exercises. The 
birthday of the lodge is another occa¬ 
sion that comes regularly. A Christ¬ 
mas celebration or party is never to be 
overlooked. An annual Roll Call night, 
an Old Members’ night, Past Noble
